Here  is  a photograph  of  three  trees 
of  the  Just  as  Good  Kind.  Offered  at 
low  prices.  Just  a few  cents  under 
the  price  of  quality  trees.  The  todies 
look  fine,  nice  smooth  and  straight. 
BUT,  look  closely  at  the  roots.  Do 
you  see  anything  wrong  with  Nos.  3 
or  4?  They  look  like  they  had  a nice 
bunch  of  fiberous  roots,  don’t  they? 
Here’s  what  is  wrong  with  them: 
First,  they  are  Piece  Root  Grafted 
Trees.  Just  a small  portion  of  each 
seedling  root  used  in  making  the 
graft.  These  trees  will  be  shallow 
rooters,  short  lived  trees.  rihey  won’t 
stand  up  in  a hard  wind.  If  they  live 
to  bear  fruit,  the  fruit  in  most  in- 
stances will  be  small  and  of  poor  qual- 
ity. These  trees  won’t  bear  long — 
they’ll  produce  a few  crops,  then  die, 
and  you  nave  had  your  hard  work  for 
nothing.  But  that’s  not  all — No.  3 
has  crown  gall  disease  which  makes 
the  tree  weak  in  vitality  and  easily 
blown  over.  No.  4 has  “Hairy .Root.” 
They  are  not  thrifty  fiberous  rootlets. 
Such  a tree  cannot  root  deeply.  No. 
5 you  have  rejected  without  our  tell- 
ing you  why.  So  we  won’t  mention 
the  reason.  No.  2 in  the  bottom  pic- 
ture is  another  piece  root  graft  tree.  It  has  a fine  body — finer  can’t  be  grown — 
and  it  looks  like  it  would  be  a heavy  bearer  and  a deep  rooter  but  the  root  shows 
it  won’t  If  you  got  a bale  of  trees  at  the  express  office  like  these  and  opened 
them  up  and  looked  at  the  bodies  you  would  feel  greatly  pleased  and  entirely  sat- 
sified.  They  would  look  fine  planted  too.  But  years  will  tell.  For  it’s  all  in 
the  roots.  ‘ YOU  WON’T  GET  TREES  LIKE  THESE  FROM  US 


We  wont  sell  such  trees 
WE  BURN  THEM. 


LOOK  AT  No.  1 — These  are  whole 
root  grafted  trees.  Only  one  seedling 
root  used  to  each  tree,  for  “The  seat 
of  vital  life  lies  in  the  natural  crown 
— when  the  wood  cells  blend  with  the 
root  cells.  But  one  healthy,  perma- 
nent tree  can  be  grown  from  a single 
seedling  stock.”  Thats  why  we  say,
